CHRISTMAS WEATHER. 


A Record for the Past 43 Years 


Kept by a Salem Man. 


Records of Chnsmas weather in Salen 


now in the possession of Andrew Nicholi 
give information of much interest: 


Starting with the Christmas of 178( 


says Mr. Nichols, and ending with 1828 
43 consecutive years, 27 were fair, 9 
stormy and 7 cloudy. The average tem- 
perature was 26.76 degrees. The three 
warmest were 1894, 44 and fair; 1816, 44 
and rainy; 1817, 47.S and rainy. The 
three coldest: 1788, 10.3 and fair; 1814, 
9 3 and fair: 1826, 10.3 and fair. Ctimt- 
mases of 1811,1812,1813 and 1814 were 
all cold, ancJ were followed by three 
warm in 1815,1816 and 1817. I cannot as 
yet detect any change in temperature, 
though it is true I cun find no record of 
a warmer thim this of 1889, whose aver- 
age is CO decrees, and taking the seven 
buck of that they run about the same as 
any eight or ten consecutive years you 
might take from the records, and are as 
follows: Christmas, 1, 882, 31.G degrees; 
1883,27.3; 1884,15.6, 1885, 21; 1880, 29; 
1887,27.3; (1787, 35); 1888, 44.3, or the 
average of the eight years, 30.07.
